Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed potential 
amendments to clarify that the toll data is received from a location remote to the moving body (claims 46 and 50). 
Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed potential amendments to clarify that charging is performing at a 
ground station (claims 67 and 70). Such clarification of the aforementioned points (regarding claims 46, 50, 67, and 70) 
should overcome the art rejection as it presently stands. Applicant's representative presented the argument that a 
predetermined map is an area with identified boundaries and not just a set of charge points, as taught by Widl. 
Examiner will consider this argument in her response. Applicant's representative will possibly submit a supplemental 
amendment within the next week to address clarifications discussed during interview. 
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
